THAT  by  the  original  grants  of  this  province  of  New  Jersey,  the  Same  was 
to  be  Bounded  on  the  North  by  a  Straight  Line  between  it  and  tho  province  of  New 
York  Extending  from  tho  Latitude  of  41  on  Hudson’s  River  to  the  Latitude  of  for¬ 
ty-one  degrees  and  forty  Minutos  on  the  Northennost  Branch  of  Delaware  River, 

That  by  one  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  province  of  New  York  pass’d  in  the  year 
1717,  and  by  another  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  province  of  New  Jersey  pass'd  in  the 
year  1713-9  Commissioners  and  Surveyors  were  to  be  appointed  as  therein  directed 
for  Running  and  Ascertaining  tho  said  partition  line  by  Mutuall  Concent  and  agree¬ 
ment  , 

That  in  the  year  1719  Commissioners  &  Surveyors  for  the  Said  provinces  He- 
epecitfoiy  were  appointed  pursuant  to  the  directions  of  the  Said  Acts  for  Running 
and  Ascertaining  the  Said  Line  of  partition  by  mutual  consent  and  agreement,  end 
in  the  months  of  June  and  July  1739  they  met  together  for  that  purpose  on.

That  your  petitioners  and  their  Neighbor a  hold  Lands  in  and  about  Minis inko 
Islands  by  Titles  undor  this  Province, and  many  of  them  have  boon  po3oeseed 
thereof  under  those  Titles  upwards  of  tvjenty  years  and  some  of  then  near  forty 
years. 

That  ther* 3  so  little  probability  that  Min is inks  Island  enn  fall  into  the

And  your  petitioners  humbly  beg  leave  further  to  Show  that  Notwithstanding 
their  and  their  Neighbours  titles  and  long  possession  under  the  province  of  New 
Jersey  and  the  unprobability  of  their  falling  into  New  York  by  the  true  parti¬ 
tion  Line  when  run,  yet  have  they  been  frequently  taxed  as  inhabitants  of  the

which, Coll. Vincent  'a thaws  of  Orafage  County  Came  to  Perth  Amboy, and  under  pre¬

We  beg  also,  that  you  would  endeavour  with  them, to  stop  Proceedings  at  the 
Suit  of  Westbrook  against  Abraham  Vanaken;  for  that  Matter  whereof  the  said  West¬ 
brook  was  indicted  in  New  Jersey,  and  there  for  some  tine  committed, viz, distrain¬ 
ing  for  Taxes  to  New  York,  in  a  Place  far  within  New  Jersey,  and  in  which  he  was 
opposed;  end  for  that  Opposition  he  sued  Vanaken  in  an  Action  for  Traspass , Damages 
Lb. 19,  in  Orange  County  Court,  and  in  which  it  is  said  he  got  a  Verdict  at  the  last 
Court  of  that  County;  and  not  satisfied  with  that, he  has  employed  John  Crook,  of 
Esopus,  to  commence  another  like  Action  against  Vanaken  and  his  Wife, for  the  Wife's 
Opposition  on  that  Occasion;  as  by  a  Letter  from  Mr .Crook  to  Vanaken. now  before  us, 
appears*  We  are  well  assured, that  the  Place  where  Westbrook  attempted  to  distrain 
for  New  York  Taxes,  was  far  within  New  Jersey;  and  if  so,  then  Westbrook  was  justly 
indicted,  and  Vanaken  and  Wife  are  absolutely  justifiable  in  opposing  that  Distress 
and  Westbrook  ought  to  remember  how  he  got  quit  of  the  Jersey  Indictment  against 
him,  and  out  of  Goal  there, vis*  by  an  Agreement  between  the  Attorney  General  here, 
and  Col.  Mat  hews,  on  Terms  of  Keepin  the  Peace  in  those  Parts,  until  the  Line  could 
be  settled;  but  no  sooner  was  Westbrook  delivered,  but  the  Persecution  was  renewed, 
the  Agreement  laughed  at,  and  Westbrook  brought  the  Action  against  Vanaken  first 
before  mentioned,  and  now  is  about  to  bring  a  Second  for  the  same  Thing. 

We  beg  also  that  they  would  dissuade  Col.  Dekey (De  Kay  or  Dickey?)  from  putting 
his  Threatenings  in  Execution,  mentioned  in  the  Memorandum,  especially  as  the  Plan¬ 
tation  he  lives  on, extends, we  are  well  assured,  above  six  Miles  into  New  Jersey; 
and  that  such  a  Line  as  would  leave  his  Plantation  in  New  York  Province,  must  hit 
pretty  low  down  upon  New  York  Island,  to  which  we  never, as  yet, heard  of  cne  to 
pretend  that  the  Line  would  come. 

We  beg  also, that  they  would  persuade  Jacobus  Swaartwoot.  to  be  more  moderate, 
and  to  avoid  renewing  Provocations  and  Abuses  on  the  People  living  in  Mew  Jersey. 

We  are  in  great  Hopes,  that  if  the  New  York  Gentlemen  will  accept  of  your 
Mediation  in  this  Affair,  that  that  which  has  been  for  many  Years  a  Bono  of  Con¬ 
tention  between  the  two  Provinces  may  be  removed,  and  that  the  Line  may  be  amica¬ 


bly  settled.

We  have  a  certain  Account  from  the  Northern  Frontiers  of  this  Province, That 

on  Thursday  last  Abraham  Vanaken.Esq. .  a  Justice  oi  the  Peace  in  the  County 

of  Sussex,  was  shot  through  the  left  Arm,  and  had  one  oi  the  I ingerB  of  uxs 

Hand  shot  off  by  an  Indian,  who  had  concealed  himself  in  the  Cellar  of  an  old 

House  in  one  of  Vanaken's  Fields;  and  as  he  was  driving  his  Team  loaded  with 

Grain,  his  Daughter  who  had  been  helping  him, being  upon  the  Top  of  the  Load, 

the  Indian  fired  upon  him;  upon  which  Venaken  called  to  his  Daughter  to  jump 

off  the  Load,  and  run  for  her  Life.  The  Girl  in  leaping  down,  happened  to 

fall,  and  the  Indian  was  going  to  dispatch  her  with  his  Tomahawk,  which  the 

Father  perceiving,  wounded  as  he  wa3,  made  toward  the  Indian  with  his  Pitch- 

Fork"  and  saved  his  daughter  from  the  Stroke;  And  Vanakenjs  Son  coning  up 

with  his  Gun  at  the  same  Time,  the  Indian  fled;  and  v?hen  he  was  got  to  the  End  e£*i&e 

of  the  Field  they  saw  two  other  Indians  join  him,  but  they  all  run  away,  ihis 

was  done  within  a  Mile  of  Cole's  Fort,  upon  Haka&amhck  River,  near  Delaware. 

Justice  Venaken  lay  so  ill  of  his  Wounds,  that  his  life  was  in  great  danger. 


We  have  a  further  Account  from  the  same  Place,  That  on  Friday  last, three 
men.  to  wit,  Gerardus  Swartwout .  eldest  son  of  jfajor.  Swart wo ut,  |amuqlj^nch, 
and  PeterWestnhalen.  were  found  murdered,  and  stript  quite  naked,  .  ana 
wout  and  Finch  scalped  by  the  Indians,  some  Miles  higher  up  the  River  .rahak- 
amack,  and  within  the  Province  of  Hew  York. 


We  hear  that  the  Company  that  went  out  with  Capt .Gardner ,  one  of  the  Cap¬ 
tains  of  the  New  Jersey  Forces  now  stationed  upon  the  Frontiers  of  Delaware 
(River),  into  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  in  order  to  discover  the  lurkinQ 
Places  and  destroy  theSettlements  of  the  Enemy  Indians,  traversed  the  East 
Branch  of  Susquehannah,  15  Miles  above  Wioming,  an  Indian  Town  upon  the  sax 
Branch;  but  could  not  discover  any  Indians,  who  had  all  abandoned  their  usual 
Places  of  Abode;  However  they  set  Fire  to  Wioming,  and  destroyed  all  the 

Houses  there,  some  of  which  were  very  good  Ones . j^e^^ennsjly^nil^ - - »

four  Ejectments  were  on  the  ^emise  of  Cornelius  t/estfall  against  John  Turnout .  for 
the  Recovery  of  Land  in  the  possession  of  or  belonging  to  Jacobus  Swartv/out  .Father 
of  the  Petitioner  Philip  Swart v:out.  end  to  thi3  the  Petitionary  William  Cutteback. 
Anthony  ?e3t brook  and  Peter  Comer,  which  Lands  all  lye  at  Machacamack  aforesaid, 
with  the  ancient  and  long  exercised  jurisdiction  of  this  his  Majesty's  Province  of 
New  York,  and  have  been  held  by  the  said  Tenants  and  owners  and  those  under  whom 
they  claim,  by  grant  of  this  Government  ever  since  the  Settlement  of  that  part  of 
the  Country  near,  if  not  upwards  of  Sixty  years,  and  lie  within  this  Province  at 
the  Distance  of  at  least  Fifteen  Miles  Northeastward  of  Minissink  Island. 


That  the  said  Tenants  and  owners  of  the  said  Land  being  convinced  that  the  same 
do  lye  within  this  his  'Majesty's  Province  of  New  York,  did  by  John  Me  Evers  and  John 
Morin  Scott .Esqres. .their  Council,  in  due  form  of  Law  put  in  Pleas  to  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  of  the  said  Court,  with  Affidavits  to  support  the  same. 


That  since  the  fyling  of  the  said  Pleas,  near  four  years  have  elapsed, and  no 
Proceedings  whatever  were  had  in  the  said  Causes, till  on  the  7th  day  of  September 
last,  at  which  time(the  said  Jacobus  Swartv/out  being  dead  and  the  Petitioner  Philip 
Swart wo ut  in  possession  of  the  Lands  held  by  his  Father  in  his  life  time)  one  Pe¬ 
trus  Smoke  who  called  himself  Sheriff  of  Sussex  county  in  the  Province  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  with  Eleven  other  persons  pretending  to  be  inhabitants  of  New  Jersey,  but  in 

fact  being  all  or  most  of  them  Possessors  of  Lands  within  the  ancient  and  long  ex¬ 

ercised  Jurisdiction  of  this  Province,  whose  names  are  Abraham  Vanaken,  Abraham 
Westbrook, Solomon  Cuykendall, Cornelius  Cole. Bryan  Ksmmel, James  Clark. Jurian  V.'sst - 
fall.  Jacobus  V.anaken.Simon  Westfall  .Matthew  Terv/illigsr  and  Jacob  '.Vestfall ,  c  ame 

to  the  House  of  the  Petitioner,  Philip  Swartv/out,  forcibly  ousted  the  said  Philip 
Sv»artwout  out  of  his  possession  by  turning  him  and  his  Family  and  all  his  Cattle 
and  Household  Furniture,  and  everything  else  belonging  to  him  out  of  the  House 
and  Lands  so  possessed  by  him;  although  neither  he  nor  his  said  Father  had  ever  had 
any  opportunity  of  being  heard  by  Council  in  support  of  the  said  Plea. 

That  the  possession  of  the  said  Philip  Swartwout  is  the  Southermost  possession 

within  this  Province,  that  he  has  been  held  a  gainst  the  Encroachments  of  New'  Jer¬ 
sey;  and  during  all  the  present  war, part  of  the  Troops  in  the  service  of  this 
Province  for  the  defence  of  the  western  Frontiers  have  been  posted  at  his  House, 
as  being  within  this  his  Majesty's  Province  of  New  York.

And  therefore  the  Petitioners  humbly  pray  in  behalf  of  themselves,  and^tuose 
whom  they  represent,  the  Protection  of  this  Government  and  such  Relief  in  the 
Premises  as  shall  be  thought  meet.
